UNCLE SAMS LATEST FIGHTER, THE NEW BATTLESH II* MICHIGAN, WHICH WAS LAUNCHED TODAY.

battleship Michigan was successfully 
launched at the 
New 
York Ship 
Building 
company's 
yards at l l 
o’clock today. 
The gunboat Dolphin 
fired the salute. 
Miss Carol Bernes 
Newberry, daughter of the assist­ 
ant secretary of the navy, christened 
the vessel. 
The officials 
of 
the 
League Island navy yard with a de­ 
tachment of 250 sailors and 150 ma­ 
rines were in attendance; 
also 
a 
large Washington delegation Includ­ 
ing the Michigan congressmen. 
The Michigan is the first American 
“all big gun” ship and is over half 
completed. 
She is a sister ship to 
the South Carolina and is the first 
attempt of the American government 
to construct a vessel to carry as many 


heavy guns of even calibre as the 
displacement will permit. 
The dis­ 
placement is 16.000 tons as against 
i 17,000 for the English Dreadnaught 
class. 
The main battery will include 
eight 12-inch guns and two submerg­ 
ed torpedo tubes, aud she will have 
a secondary battery of 22 3-lnch rap­ 
id fire and two 3-pounder sem iau- 
tomatic minor calibre 
guns. 
The 
vessel will accommodate 51 officers 
and 818 men. 
The cost will be $3,- 
585,000.

Michigan is honored with the be­ 
stowal of its name upon this ship 
which is one of the largest of the 
battleships of the United States navy.

hotbed construction simple: 
The best location for a hotbed is on 
the south side of a building or of a 
tight boaid fence. 
The size of the 
hotbed sash is commonly three by six 
feet. 
After the size of the bed has been 
determined a frame box without top or 
bottom is made of just the right size 
to adm it of using the sash for a cover. 
The sash should slant to the south, 
consequently the front of the box will 
be lower than the back. 
An eight- 
inch front and a twelve-inch back will 
be about right, though many 
other 
forms are used. 
A hole is now' dug 
where the bed is to be. of the same 
size as the frame to hold the manure. 
which furnishes the heat. 
The depth 
of the hole will depend upon the de­ 
gree of cold that it is expected the 
growing plants will stand. Zero weath­ 
er will require thirty inches of m a­ 
nure. while for late fall or early spring 
usually a depth of twelve inches will 
suffice. 
If a twelve-inch layer of m a­ 
nure is decided upon the excavation 
should be eighteen inches deep; the 
extra six inches to be filled in with soil 
in which to grow plants. 
The manure should be collected a 
few days before seeds are to be plant­ 
ed or plants are to be set oui. 
Fresh 
horse manure, which Is mixed with 
one-third of fine straw’, is commonly 
used. 
This is placed in a pile to fer­ 
ment. which it will begin to do in a 
few days if kept moist. 
When steam 
is fciven off the pile is forked over, 
throwing the outside toward the cen­ 
ter. After a few days the m anure will 
become heated a second time, when it 
is ready to put in the bed.

Every farm er should have a milk 
scale hanging in the barn, and by the 
side of this a milk sheet with nam es 
or -lumbers of cow’s, enabling him to 
keep a daily record of each animal. 
It costs but very little more to keep 
a cow th at will produce 400 pounds of 
fat per year than one producing IOO 
pounds. 
The most extravagant thing 
a dairym an can do is to head his herd 
with a scrub sire. This is a step back­ 
ward and becomes a continual slide as 
long as he continues such methods. 
There can be no advancem ent or grad­ 
ing up without a pure bred prepotent 
sire. Improvement comes only through 
the superior quality of the male used. 
Experience in my w’ork shows th at 
cows kept a t a good profit to their 
owner are not allowed out of the barn 
in winter more than one-half hour per 
day in fine weather and are kept in 
warm, well lighted and well ventilated 
stables.

tion bill contains an item of $550,- 
000 to purchase a large tract of land 
in M eridian Hill subdivision of W ash­ 
ington, nom inally for park purposes, 
but, as m any people believe, with the 
purpose of ultim ately m aking it a 
site for a private, fam ily residence 
for the president. 
Heirloom of the Nation. 
The idea is to have tw*o residences, 
an official and a personal one. 
It is 
not proposed by any m eans to deprive 
the beautiful and historic old W hite 
house from the place it retain s in 
the traditions and the affections of 
the nation. 
R ather, th e object is to 
preserve it as the heirloom of the 
nation; an official palace in which 
the state functions would be held, 
but m ore accessible to the general 
public than it is now, and to be used 
as the official office building of the 
president. 
The 
private 
residence 
would be some two m iles north, on 
the second plateau above th e Poto­ 
mac, In the m idst of the fines^m od- 
ern residence section of the city, and 
accessible, from the present 
W hite 
house, by way of th e splendid 
Six­ 
teenth street boulevard. 
The proposed M eridian Hill 
site 
would be an ideal location for such 
an establishm ent as the private resi­ 
dence of the president. 
T here is an 
am ple area of ground, and it is pe­ 
culiarly 
susceptible 
of 
landscape 
gardening and arch itectu ral ad o rn ­ 
m ent. 
Poor Location. 
The expectation is that th ere will 
be no im m ediate dem and for placing 
a new executive residence upon It, 
but th a t for som e tim e to come it 
will be held as a park. 
However, 
the idea of taking the executive fam ­ 
ily’s residence away from the W hite 
house grows m ore reasonable as the 
years pass. 
In the first place the 
section in which

stands is by no m eans w hat it was 
a generation ago.

away from the historic old location. 
At one side of 
the W hite 
house 
stands the treasury, and at th e o th er 
th e huge pile occupied by the state, 
war and navy departm ents. 
The W hite house is a t 
best a 
sem i-public building all the 
tim e. 
D uring certain hours of the day it is 
opened to visitors, who may wan­ 
der— provided 
they are 
equipped 
with 
the 
easily obtained 
cards— 
through a large part of the stru c­ 
tu re at will. 
The part of the struc­ 
tu re in which the royal privacy of 
a home may be m aintained is re ­ 
stricted and in m any ways unsatis­ 
factory. 
It is sm all wonder th a t the 
m istress of the W hite house should 
yearn, as m ore than one of them has 
done, for the privileges of a 
home 
which should be her own. free
